HUNTING CLUB 


Chicago sportsmen off stalk pheasants again 


HEN chill Autumn winds blow down the 
last clinging leaves poplars and elms this 
month, small army hunters will descend 
Midwest grasslands track down the favorite 
colored ring-necked pheasant. Joining the 
hunt will host Negro nimrods 
less than dozen rod and gun clubs whose 
main order business this time year 
stalking the speedy 70-mile-an-hour birds. 
Perhaps the most outstanding these col- 
ored clubs Chicago’s 
gressive Rod and Gun Club, whose mem- 
bers (including four whites) chalked 
bag more than 250 birds, 500 rabbits, two 
bears and four deer last season. Sponsoring 
regular hunting and fishing trips, the club has 
lived the highest standards the sports 
world winning fistful honors its 
short life. Its members have made host 
friends among fellow hunters and state game 
officials with their easy, warm camaraderie 
and their excellent sportsmanship. 


Progressive hunters get their shooting know- 
how from the club’s crack gun instructor, res- 
taurant owner Dewey Cavin, who won the 
national trap-shooting championships St. 
Louis every year but one from 1939 1945. 
The club has its own range Wolf Lake, 
nois (cost daily for shot and birds).
